The parcels post system w 
operation January the first.) An An- 
sociated Press dispatoh says: ` ''Post- 
master General Hithoonk expressed 
the hope that tte public would famil. 
larise itself with the nature of the 
new service before attempting to use 
it. Information will be available at 
any postoffice in the conntry: The 
regulations provide that the parcels 
of merchandise, incloding farm and 
factory products (but not books and 
printed matter) of almost Gäert dè- 
ucription up to eleven pounds fm ‘weight 
and measuring as much as six feet ín 
length and girth combined, except 
those calonlated to do injury to the 
mails in transit, may be mailed at 
any poatoffice for delivery to any ad- 
dress in the country, Delivery will 
be made to the homes of people living 
on rural and star routes, ás well as 
those living in the cities aud towns, 
where there is delivery by carrier. 
Where there is at present no delivery 
by carrier, the parcels will go to the 
postoffice ae ie the case with ordinary 
mall The postage rate for the first 
zone, that fa within distances not ex- 
ceeding fifty miles, will be five cente 
tor the first pound and three centa for 
each additional pound. The rates in- 
creases fo each saccessive one of the 
eight sones into which the country is 
divided, the maximum rate being 
twelve centa a pound, whib will carry 
a parvel across the continent or even 
to Alaska and the Philippines.

ON MARYLAND ROADS 


Federal Goverbment Makes Offer To Spend 
$10,000 Providiag The State 
Spends $20,000. 


The Federal Government proposes 
o spend $10,000 on pbiio roads in 
Maryland sa an experiment—iíbs is, 
if the State will also spend 390,000 on 
the roads that are selected. 

To the laat postoffioe appropriation 
bill there was attached a provision 
appropriating 3800. 000 to be divided 
among the States in improving and 
maintaining post roads—that is, roads 
that are used by the rural fren deliv- 
ery service, The Postmaster General 
and the Beoretary of Agriculture, who 
have charge of the expenditure of the 
fund, bava written to Governor Golds- 
borough outlining the plan and nam- 
ing the amount that van be expended 
in Maryland and fixing- the gengt, 
tions. These include tbe pruvisioh 
that the State shall select 80 miles of 
road that are used for free delivery 
aná that the experiment shall be tried 
on this stretoh. 

At the last meeting of the State 
Roads Commission the matter was 
referred to the ohairman and the 
counsel of the Board as there is some 
question as to whether the Oommie- 
sion bes the authority tbus to set 
aside the required 830,000 as a special 
fond. 

The objeot 1s to aee whether by the 
expenditure of tbe money by the Fed- 
eral Government the rural delivery 
service cannot be improved.

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NETT SMITH REPLIES |- 
POST SYSTEM To Seddon 


Attack Of Mr. Stragss —Makes 
Streng Polats To Bo Remembered. 


The Baltimore San in its issue oi 
of December the Mth, published an 
interview with Sell. John Walter 
Smith, in whioh he replies in part tu 
the attack made upon him by Mr. 
Isaac Lobe Straus in his announcement 
of his candidacy for the long term in 
opposition to Senator Smith in the 
voming senatorial primaries. . The in 
terview published in the Sun 1 as 
follows:

‘Thinks Public Won't Believe, 

Mr. Straus, however, apparently 
conceives that the way for him to get 
to the Senate is by misrepresenting 
me before the people of the State and 
holding me up to soorn as an ogre of 
protection and a Republican. 1 do not 
believe Me. Strana dan get to the Sen- 
ate that way. Ido not think the peo. 
ple believe what he says. I do not 
even believe that he, himself, believes 
it Nor do I think the general pub- 
lio; whioh is pretty hard to fool, will 
credit him with the lofty and pure 
motives and the unselfish patriotien 
to which he lays olaim. Further, I 
do not believe that Mr. Straus’ own 
politioal record and qualifications are 
such as to entitle bim to the consider- 
ation by the Maryland people which 
he asks.

"The Chfistmas pie need not neces- 
sarily be a mince.

For those who. find the ordinary 
mince ples indigestible this is a good 
substitute: 

Take one cupful cooked raisins, one 
eupful apple sauce, one-half cupful 
of vinegar, one-half .cupful of wa- 
ter, one-balf cupful cracker crumbs, 
one cupful sugar, one-half cupful mo- 
lasses, one teaspoonful each of cinna- 
mon and allspice. This makes filling 
enough for three ples.

„POST SYSTEM To Spddon Attack OF Mr. Straess— 


— Data Compiled On This 
important Subject. 


The parcels post system will go into 
operation January the first," An As- 
sociated Press dispatch saya: — Post- 
master General Hitohonek expressed 
the hope that tte public would famil- 
larise itself with the nature of the 
new service before attempting to use 
|. Information will be available at 
any postoftice in the country, The 
regulations provide that the parcels 
of merchandise, incloding farm and 
factory producte (but not books and 
printed matter) of alinoss every de- 
scription up to eleven pounds in weight 
and measuring as much as six feet in 
length and girth combined, except 
those oalonlated to do injury to the 
mails |n transit, may be mailed at 
uny postoffice for delivery to any ad- 
dress in the country. Delivery will 
be made to the homes of people living 
on raral and star routes. ás woll as 
those living in the oltles and towns, 
where there is delivery by carrier.

The rates iu- 
crease fo each babe, one of the 
eight zones into which the country is 
divided, the maximum rate being 
twelve cents a pound, hi will carry 
a parvel across the continent or even 
to Alaska and the Philippines, Fora 
feo of ten cents a parcel may be in- 
sured,- and if the parcel is lost in the 
mails, an idempity to the amount of 
iw value not to exceed fifty dollars 
will be paid to the sender. The law 
provides for the use of dishnotive 
postage etumps and these is being dia: 
tributed to postmasters for use in the 
parcels post system a sot of stamps of 
twelve denominations. Parcels post 
maps, with accompanying guides, are 
to be sold to the: poblio at their cost, 
seventy five cents, through the obief 
clerk of the postoffice department. ` 


ON MARYLAND ROADS 


Federal Goverbment Makes Offer To Spend 
$10,000 Providiag The State 
Spends $20,000. 


The Federal Government proposes 
spond 610,000 on publio roads in 
aryland sa an experiment—that is, 
if the State will also spend 339,000 on 
the roads that are selected. 

To the last postoffioe appropriation 
bill there was attached a provision 
appropriating $500,000 to be divided 
among the States in improving and 
maintaining post roads—that is, roads 
that are used by tbe rural fren doliv- 
ery service. The Postmaster General 
and the Beoretary of Agriculture, who 
have oharge of the expenditure of the 
fund, bare written to Governor Golds- 
borough outlining the plan and nam- 
ing the amount that van be expended 
in Maryland and fixing the oondi- 
tions These include the provisioh 
that the State shall select 30 miles of 
road that are used for free delivery 
and that the experiment shall be tried 
on this stretoh, 

At the last meeting of the Siate 
Roads Commission the matter was 
referred to the chairman and the 
counee! of tbe Board aa there is some 
question as to whether the Commit. 
sion bas the authority tbus to set 
aside the required 890,000 as a special 
fend. 

The object is to see whether by the 
expenditure of the money by the Fed- 
eral Government the rural delivery 
eorvice cannot be improved.
